the moral and physical evils resulting from 
the vice. If they cam establish by vora- 
etunt and reliable testimony — that the 
habitual use of opium is a curse, tlicir cause 
roasts upon a firm foundation, oa 
* "The opponents of upium charge that, ite 
habitual use is injurious to a wau’s physical, 
moral and intellect! systems. Thoy charge 
that it isa curse to the, consumer, to hy 
family and to his posterity. ‘They charge 
that it is an evil socially, politically aud 
economically, | 
To prove these charges all that’ is neces- 
wary 16 that a sufficient number of cases 
be ‘under the observation uf a sulticient 
number of competent and reliable witnesses 
for a suficient length of time; and that their 
‘testimony, be submitted to un impartial 
tribunal, lie 
‘fo ony one whu is converniant with re- 
vent history in the Kast, it is evident that 
teatimony, to the fullest extent conolasive, 
hos been brought forward, and that these 
charges ore dally sustained before that great 
tribunal, the publio opinion of the world, 
The charges are sustained, not only by 
the evidence of innumerable witnesses, but 
the victims themsclyes almost unanimously 
coneury : 
It matters uot that oxaggeruted statements 
have been made. It inatters not that com 
plete statistics of all the casco“in the Ku- 
pire of China havo not been produced, The 
nature of the evil iy wuch that a sufficient 
number of well authenticated cases tell the 
whole tale, and the difference of « few thou- 
sands only makes a difference in the extent uf 
the ovil, and rot in its nature, or the neces: 
sity of eradicating it, It wattera nut. that 
there are othor ovilein the world, gregter or 
less it may be, than opium. ‘These are also 
ov trinl’' before tho yrent tribuoal of the 
world, Euoh must be held responsible for 
the evil aud sutfering that grow aut of it. 
Tho decision of the world on opium has 
been go fully and so clearly prononnoed, and 
jn ao taany ways, that further. discussion is 
superfluous. eference to a single instance 
wilt suffice to show thot this decision is final, 
unmistakable aud irrevetsible. 
Tho empire of Japan, in ma! treaties 
with Western powers, made special provi- 
sion. in the treaty with each nation that 
opium should not be imported into her 
dominiune. - Japan, the weakest nation, 
secured this provision from Tingland, France,
